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REPORT  OF

Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1964.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1964,  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding  two 
years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1963-64  increased 
by  5.73  per  cent  over  the  previous  year  with  fuel  oil  tax  revenue  up  by 
$2,083,461.93  or  5.89  per  cent.  Pari  mutuel  tax  revenue,  insurance  corp¬ 
orations  tax  revenue  and  revenue  from  license  fees  and  incorporations  and 
registrations  of  companies  also  increased.  Revenue  from  the  Jubilee  Audi¬ 
toriums  increased  by  5.9  per  cent. 

The  Agent-General  at  Alberta  House  in  London,  England,  has  per¬ 
formed  a  valuable  service  for  the  Province  during  the  past  year  in  publicizing 
the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  benefit  of  prospective  immigrants  and  pros¬ 
pective  industry.  The  Province  is  represented  at  many  official  and  semi¬ 
official  functions  by  the  Agent-General. 

The  Board  of  Censors,  under  The  Amusements  Act,  reviewed  866 
35  mm.  and  70  mm.  films  in  1964,  a  decrease  of  30  from  the  previous 
year.  One  thousand  and  twenty-five  16  mm.  films  were  reviewed,  an  increase 
of  about  10  per  cent.  The  number  of  eliminations  in  standard  films  increased 
by  10  per  cent,  and  in  16  mm.  films  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 
There  were  two  rejections  in  1964,  one  less  than  in  1963.  In  May  of  1964 
regulations  under  The  Amusements  Act  were  changed  to  permit  a  third 
category  of  films  called  "Restricted  Adult"  to  be  shown.  Persons  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  are  prohibited  admission  to  Restricted  Adult  films. 

In  1964,  2,650  new  companies  were  incorporated  and  288  extra¬ 
provincial  companies  were  registered.  The  number  of  active  Alberta  com- 
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panies  on  the  register  is  now  22,837  and  there  are  3,465  extra-provincial 
companies. 

Fire  loses  in  1964  were  unusually  high  at  just  over  eleven  million 
dollars  with  a  per  capita  loss  of  $7.69.  Loss  of  life  and  injuries  were  also 
high  at  69  lives  and  1  10  persons  injured. 

Fuel  oil  tax  revenue  in  the  1963-64  fiscal  year  reached  nearly  thirty- 
seven  and  one-half  million  dollars,  while  the  rates  of  tax  remained  at  14 
cents  for  diesel  fuel  and  12  cents  for  gasoline  and  other  fuels. 

The  per  capita  insurance  premiums  paid  by  Albertans  in  1963  was 
$95.11,  an  increase  of  $2.99  from  the  previous  year.  This  represents  over 
one-hundred  and  thirty-five  millions  in  premiums  paid  with  a  little  better 
than  one-half  being  in  life  insurance  premiums. 

The  number  of  patrons  at  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  1964  reached 
937,000  at  approximately  2,400  events.  The  wide  variety  of  use  of  these 
buildings  for  cultural  events,  meetings  and  other  activities  continues  to 
justify  the  cost  to  the  province  of  maintaining  them. 

Provincial  planning  for  Canada's  Centennial  is  in  three  areas.  The 
Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Program  which  provides  a  grant  shared 
equally  by  the  federal  and  provincial  governments  of  $2.00  per  capita,  is 
going  ahead  with  approximately  15  municipalities  having  had  their  Centen¬ 
nial  projects  approved.  Our  Centennial  Branch  officers  have  been  in  contact 
with  over  200  municipalities  in  connection  with  their  Centennial  projects. 
Under  the  Confederation  Memorial  Grant  Program  the  Government  of  Canada 
is  providing  a  grant  of  up  to  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  to  assist  the 
province  in  the  construction  of  a  Museum  and  Archives  building  in  Edmon¬ 
ton.  Plans  for  this  project  are  going  ahead  and  the  Government  House  site 
in  the  city  has  been  chosen  as  the  location  for  this  project.  The  province  is 
also  co-operating  with  the  federal  government  in  the  carrying  out  of  a  number 
of  federal  Centennial  projects  including  the  Centennial  Trains  and  Caravans. 

The  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  of  the  department 
continues  to  support  a  wide  variety  of  cultural  and  recreational  activities  in 
the  province.  Leadership  courses,  workshops  and  seminars  were  held  at 
various  locations  in  the  province  giving  assistance  to  leaders  in  recreational 
administration,  crafts,  athletics,  drama,  libraries  and  music.  Over  $200,000 
in  grants  and  scholarships  to  organizations  and  individuals  were  provided 
in  1964. 

Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  each  year.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


The  Agent-General  for  Alberta  in  London,  England,  acts  as  resident 
agent  and  representative  for  the  Province  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Through 
his  office  information  concerning  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  Canada  is 
given  to  prospective  emigrants,  to  business  and  industry  desirous  of  estab¬ 
lishing  in  Alberta  or  simply  of  doing  business  with  Albertans  and  to  persons 
planning  to  visit  the  Province.  In  addition,  information  on  a  wide  range  of 
matters  is  provided  to  Alberta  citizens  visiting  the  United  Kingdom. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

It  has  become  obvious  during  recent  months  that  if  British  sales  of 
Canadian  and  Alberta  style  prefabricated  houses  are  to  be  expanded  in 
Britain  and  Europe,  British  manufacturers  will  have  to  continue  at  least 
partial  manufacture  of  their  products  in  Canada.  To  date  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  enquiries  for  housing  units,  but  unfortunately  transportation 
problems  have  so  far  delayed  or  retarded  completion  of  many  projects. 

Many  enquiries  have  been  received  for  information  on  petroleum, 
sulphur,  coal,  power  potential  and  power  development  in  the  Province. 
There  has  been  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  enquiries  for 
information  on  investment  opportunities  in  Alberta. 

In  May,  1964,  Alberta  House  was  invited  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
of  Edmonton  to  assist  in  conducting  enquiries  regarding  the  purchase  of 
British  transit  buses  for  the  City  of  Edmonton. 

IMMIGRATION 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a  steady  flow  of  enquiries  about 
Alberta  from  potential  emigrants,  many  of  whom  had  professional  or  tech¬ 
nical  qualifications.  There  has  been  a  very  decided  increase  in  the  number 
of  enquiries  received  from  agricultural  workers,  building  tradesmen  and 
engineering  personnel. 

Last  year  the  assistance  of  Alberta  House  was  requested  by  the 
Calgary  School  Board  in  the  recruiting  of  teachers.  Arrangements  were  made 
on  behalf  of  a  representative  of  the  Board  to  hold  suitable  interviews  in 
London,  the  Midlands,  the  North  of  England  and  in  Scotland,  with  the  result 
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that  a  number  of  British  teachers  are  to  be  offered  appointments  in  the 
City  of  Calgary. 

During  the  year,  close  contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  Can¬ 
adian  Immigration  Offices  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

As  in  the  past  seventeen  years,  Alberta  House  has  continued  to 
supply  Alberta  publications  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  British  and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public 
Libraries,  Transportation  Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  The  United  King¬ 
dom  educational  authorities  have  again  stressed  the  importance  of  teach¬ 
ing  students  more  about  the  Commonwealth  countries.  There  has  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  requests  for  information  on  the  Province  from 
teachers  and  students  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  Alberta  publicity 
material  was  again  distributed  at  trade  exhibitions,  display  centres  and  at 
selective  film  showings. 

The  lowering  of  the  cost  of  air  transporation  and  package  tours  by 
the  steamship  companies,  has  resulted  in  many  prospective  tourists  to  Can¬ 
ada  communicating  with  or  visiting  Alberta  House  for  tourist  information 
and  Alberta  travel  brochures. 

Close  contact  has  again  been  maintained  with  the  Canadian  Travel 
Bureau  and  the  British  and  Canadian  Press  in  London.  General  statistical 
information  on  Alberta  education,  expansion,  housing  and  comparative 
costs  of  living  has  been  supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial  press,  the  the 
broadcasting  and  television  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  to  trade 
publications. 

Alberta  government  films  have  been  shown  at  immigration  meet¬ 
ings,  universities,  schools,  industrial  plants,  societies  and  youth  clubs.  There 
has  been  a  continued  demand  from  the  press,  publishers,  the  film  industry 
and  other  sources  for  official  government  photographs  for  illustration  and 
display  purposes. 

As  President  of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Great  Britain, 
the  Agent-General  has  been  pleased  to  accept  invitations  to  deliver  addresses 
on  Canada  and  Alberta  at  official,  industrial,  civic  and  social  functions. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  somewhat  surprising  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Alberta  citizens  visiting  Canada  House  or  Alberta  House 
in  London, 

Requests  from  Alberta  visitors  for  information  or  assistance  in  con¬ 
nection  with  passports,  visa  problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  trans¬ 
portation,  British  and  Continental  tours  have  again  been  dealt  with  in  the 
normal  manner,  as  were  requests  for  help  in  obtaining  employment  or 
accommodation  in  the  metropolis  or  in  other  parts  of  Britain. 

A  greater  number  of  requests  have  been  received  from  Alberta  school 
teachers  and  students  visiting  the  United  Kingdom  for  information  and 


assistance  regarding  employment  and  possible  entry  into  British  educational 
institutions. 

Fewer  requests  have  been  received  for  invitations  to  one  of  the  three 
Royal  Garden  Parties  and  the  Trooping  the  Colour  Ceremony.  Alberta  was 
again  fortunate  in  that  most  applications  submitted  were  given  favourable 
consideration. 

CIVIL  ENQUIRIES 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  birth,  death  and  marriage 
certificates,  have  shown  a  slight  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance 
has  been  rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta 
and  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Information  has  been  obtained  in  connection 
with  property  located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  residents. 
Enquiries  have  been  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons, 
and  for  information  regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated  or  div¬ 
orced  parents.  Enquiries  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law 
firms  and  from  the  legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms 
have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

REPRESENTATION 

During  the  year  the  Agent-General  has  been  privileged  to  represent 
the  Government  of  the  people  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and  receptions 
given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  His  Excellency  the  High  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  City  of  London  and  by  financial,  commercial  and  industrial 
institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


The  activities  of  the  Amusements  Branch  include  the  inspection  of 
places  of  amusement  to  insure  public  safety  by  Theatre  Inspectors,  the 
licensing  of  places  of  amusement,  the  collection  of  the  pari  mutuel  tax  at 
race  meetings  and  the  censorship  of  motion  pictures  by  the  Board  of  Censors. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amusements  Act  screens  every 
picture  intended  for  public  showing  in  the  province,  and  the  picture  must 
bear  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Censors  before  it  may  be  publicly  shown 
in  the  province. 

CENSORSHIP 


During  the  calendar  year  1964,  the  Board  screened  866  first  print 
standard  (35  mm.  and  70  mm.)  subjects  and  1,025  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(1  6  mm.)  subjects.

During  the  1964  calendar  year  35  mm.  and  70  mm.  subjects  totalled 
866  (3,929  reels)  as  compared  with  896  (3,575  reels)  in  1963,  making  a 
decrease  of  3.35%  (30)  in  the  number  of  subjects  and  an  increase  of  9.90% 
(354)  in  the  number  of  reels. 

16  mm.  subjects  screened  in  1964  totalled  1,025  (3,497  reels)  com¬ 
pared  with  931  (3,114  reels)  in  1963,  an  increase  of  10.09%  (94)  in  the 
number  of  subjects  and  12.29%  (383)  in  the  number  of  reels.

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

BRANCH 


Under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  province  and  the  regula¬ 
tions  thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His  office  directs  and  encourages 
fire  prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods,  carries  out 
investigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  compiles  fire 
loss  statistics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  fire  prevention 
and  fire  protection. 


FIRE  LOSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1964,  an  increase 
in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life  as  reported  to 
this  office  to  date  also  indicates  an  increase  from  1963.  According  to  present 
reports  and  estimates  received,  a  comparison  for  the  last  three  years  shows:

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION 

By  means  of  lectures,  film  showing  and  demonstrations,  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  A  number  of  new  films  were 
purchased  to  carry  out  those  educational  programs.  The  following  table 
shows  a  comparison  for  the  past  three  years:

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Fire  Drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories 
and  other  buildings  totalled  151.  There  were  26  demonstrations  of  first-aid 
fire  fighting  equipment  and  79  demonstrations  of  evacuation  procedures 
were  presented. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local 
fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week 
campaign.  Special  recognition  has  been  awarded  Alberta  for  its  report  on 
provincial  fire  prevention  programs  and  for  the  participation  of  its  commun¬ 
ities  in  fire  prevention  activities.  There  were  99  Fire  Prevention  Week 
reports  collected  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  competition  headquarters 
at  Boston,  Mass. 

FIRE  PROTECTION  INSTRUCTION  UNIT 

The  fire  protection  instruction  unit  was  employed  to  assist  fire  depart¬ 
ment  organizations  in  municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  combined 
with  fire  prevention  work.  The  following  table  shows  the  special  work  of  the 
unit  and  other  instructors  employed  by  this  office:

FIRE  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  SCHOOLS 

This  training  program  was  continued  in  1964  with  four  schools  held, 
three  at  Vermilion  and  one  at  Calgary  and  110  persons  in  attendance.  To 
date  147  fire  departments  have  been  represented  at  23  schools  with  558 
persons  taking  instruction. 

PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  631  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools  and  other  assembly 
buildings  were  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire  safety 
were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

(a)  Firemanship  competitions  were  held  at  Taber,  High  River,  Sherwood 
Park,  Hythe  and  Red  Deer.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial  Shields  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  competitions.  At  these 
competitions,  this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments  sponsoring  the 
competition  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition  prizes  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  aforementioned  shields. 
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(b)  The  planning  for  Emergency  Fire  Services  has  within  the  past  year, 
developed  to  the  stage  of  forming  eleven  mobile  fire  columns.  Chief 
fire  officers  have  been  selected  and  appointed  for  three  zones  and  for 
eleven  centres  where  mobile  columns  will  rendezvous.  Two  Emergency 
Fire  Advisory  Committee  meetings  were  held  and  eleven  district  mobile 
fire  column  meetings.  The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  the  NATO  Fire 
Fighting  working  group  as  an  observer  delegate  for  Federal  EMO. 

(c)  Rural  fire  protection  is  gaining  ground  as  a  result  of  continued  assistance 
to  Farmer  Co-operatives  and  Rural,  Municipal  and  County  Councils. 
Specifications  of  suitable  fire  fighting  equipment  and  training  of  rural 
fire  protection  groups  occupies  considerable  time  of  branch  Inspectors. 
Six  new  rural  fire  fighting  units  were  purchased  during  1964  and  nine 
more  are  planned  as  a  result  of  meetings,  conferences  and  the  interest 
of  farm  people. 

(d)  Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  branch  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  15  investigations  under  The  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  resulting  in  5  prosecutions.  There  were  21  investigations 
resulting  in  7  prosecutions  under  The  Real  Estate  Agents'  Licensing 
Act. 

THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 

There  were  five  companies  licensed  to  sell  lightning  rod  materials 
in  1964.  Licences  were  issued  to  54  agents.  There  were  29  investigations 
and  102  special  inspections  during  1964  of  lightning  rod  installations.  Ten 
agents  were  prosecuted  for  failure  to  comply  with  The  Lightning  Rod  Act. 
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FUEL  OIL  TAX  BRANCH

GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province, 
which  seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  Over  750  such  documents  were  sealed  in  1964, 
including  Proclamations,  warrants,  commissions,  certificates  and  writs. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-five  certificates  of  change  of  name  were 
issued  under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  1961,  in  1964.  Three  hundred  and 
twenty  certificates  of  authentication  were  issued  by  the  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary  authenticating  the  signatures  and  appointments  of  notaries  public. 

Under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan  the  Department  has  a  responsibility 
for  co-ordinating  a  program  for  the  preservation  of  essential  records  for  all 
Departments  and  Boards  of  Government.  In  1964  428,000  exposures  of 
documents  were  made  under  this  program  for  preservation  in  security  storage. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  companies,  insurance  agents  and  insurance  adjust¬ 
ers  in  the  province,  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  regulating 
the  business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance 
Act  and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insur¬ 
ance  is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents 
and  salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The 
Real  Estate  Agents'  Licensing  Act. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insurance 
agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualifications  by  examination 
under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  applicants  for 
insurance  agents'  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of  livestock, 
hail,  life  or  disability  insurance,  including  sickness  and  accident  insurance. 
Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1964,  19%  failed  to  pass  the 
examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  244/63  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  insurance  adjusters  certificates  of  author¬ 
ity.  Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1964,  17%  failed  to  pass  the 
examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the  com¬ 
mon  law  provinces  of  Canada.  The  47th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Provincial 
Superintendents  of  Insurance  was  held  in  Calgary  in  September  1964,  and 
was  hosted  by  the  Alberta  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  1963 
were  $135,502,861  as  compared  with  $128,219,166  in  1962,  an  increase 
of  5.68%.  Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  in  1963  were  $67,260,- 
071,  as  compared  with  $63,584,281  in  1962,  an  increase  of  5.78%. 

Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this 
Act  and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A". 
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THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 


Qualifications  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  25/59  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act.  Approximately  15% 
of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1964  either  failed  to 
pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write. 

Statistics  reflecting  branch  activities  under  this  Act  follow  as 
Appendix  "B". 

THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  this  Act  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta,  other  than  fraternal 
societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable,  ex¬ 
cluding  marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums 
and  re-insurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1964,  the  tax  collected  was  $2,373,325.01,  an 
increase  of  $111,748.77  or  4.94%,  over  the  collection  for  the  previous 
calendar  year.

PREMIUMS  WRITTEN 

To  the  350  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta  in  1963,  Albertans  paid 
$135,502,861  in  insurance  premiums.  This  figure,  compiled  from  the  An¬ 
nual  Statements  filed  by  the  companies,  represents  an  increase  over  the  1962 
volume  of  business  of  5.68%.  Based  on  the  December  31,  1963  Alberta 
population  of  1,424,747  (Department  of  Municipal  Affairs),  the  per  capita 
insurance  premium  in  Alberta  in  1963  was  $95.11,  an  increase  of  $2.99 
from  the  previous  year.

The  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  administered 
by  an  Auditoriums'  Management  Committee  appointed  by  Order  in  Council 
and  consisting  of  Mr.  P.  B.  Howard,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  as  Chairman, 
and  four  other  members.

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MUSEUMS  BRANCH 


Important  activities  during  the  year  included  refinement  of  pro¬ 
grams,  detailing  of  new  building  requirements,  planning  of  displays,  expan¬ 
sion  of  collections,  recruitment  of  staff  and  appointment  of  a  director. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Government  of  Canada  announced  a  program 
under  which  a  two  and  one-half  million  dollar  federal  grant  would  be  made 
to  each  province,  to  erect  a  Confederation  Memorial  Centennial  Project  in 
each  provincial  capital  city.  The  grant  was  to  be  matched  by  each  province. 
A  new  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  building  was  announced  as  Alberta's 
project,  and  the  Government  House  site  in  Edmonton  was  selected  for  its 
construction.  Extensive  research  on  museums  throughout  Canada  and  United 
States  was  undertaken  and  detailed  requirements  and  layouts  were  prepared 
for  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

A  three-stage  program  spread  over  fifteen  years  was  given  general 
approval,  with  the  first  stage  to  be  completed  for  Centennial  Year  1967. 
The  basic  objective  of  the  Museum  was  defined  as  follows: 

"To  establish  a  free  Public  Museum  which  will  portray  Alberta, 
by  collecting,  preserving  and  exhibiting  significant  natural  and  his¬ 
torical  objects  and  providing  related  educational  services,  in  order  to 
increase  public  knowledge,  wise  use  and  enjoyment  of  our  natural  and 
social  heritage." 

MUSEUM  COLLECTIONS 

The  year  1964  saw  the  commencement  of  the  first  museum  field 
collecting  programs  undertaken  by  the  province,  a  total  of  198  accessions 
being  made,  comprising  several  thousand  items,  including  birds,  mammals, 
rocks,  fossils,  pioneer  and  Indian  artifacts.  Careful  documentation,  number¬ 
ing  and  conservation  of  these  collections  proceeded.  Acknowledgement  is 
made  of  the  contribution  of  specimens  and  objects  to  the  museum  by  persons 
and  organization.  Major  collections  of  note  were  received  from  the  following 
individuals:  the  late  Mrs.  Allison  Proctor,  Mr.  Robert  Cochrane,  the  late  Mrs. 
W.  Barrie,  Miss  Gladys  Reeves,  and  the  late  Mr.  Fred  A.  Porter.  Government 
departments  and  other  organizations  also  provided  a  major  source  of  valuable 
collections.  Curatorial  staff  appointments  included  a  Head  Curator  of  Natural 
History,  Curator  of  Anthropology  and  Zoological  Preparator. 
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DISPLAY  PREPARATION 

Story  sequences  for  the  display  galleries  were  developed  in  some  detail 
and  gallery  layouts  were  delineated  and  selections  of  objects  from  the  col¬ 
lections  were  made.  The  total  number  of  mounted  birds  and  mammals  pre¬ 
pared  for  display  was  148  and  one  mounted  specimen  was  donated.  The 
objective  is  to  prepare  finished  exhibits  ready  for  moving  into  the  new 
building  on  completion  of  construction.  The  fifth  floor  display  room  in  the 
Legislative  Building  was  closed  to  provide  space  for  preparation  of  these 
exhibits  and  collections.  An  Exhibition  Supervisor  was  appointed  during  the 
year. 

PROVINCIAL  ARCHIVES 

There  was  a  total  of  33  accessions  of  historical  documentary  mat¬ 
erials  including  public  records,  private  papers,  photographs,  maps  micro¬ 
films,  architectural  drawings  and  other  papers.  Many  government  depart¬ 
ments  requested  review  of  records  and  1  1  valuable  accessions  were  made  by 
the  Archives  from  provincial  government  departments.  A  major  acquisition 
was  the  Harry  Pollard  Historical  Photographic  Collection  which  depicts 
early  Alberta  history,  including  Indians,  oil,  agriculture,  towns  and  prominent 
people,  etc. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

Liaison  was  maintained  with  many  museums,  advisory  technical 
services  were  extended  to  21  museums  in  the  province,  lectures  were  given 
to  a  number  of  organizations  and  answers  provided  to  the  public  on  both 
historical  and  natural  history  information  requests. 

GLENBOW  FOUNDATION- — ALBERTA  GOVERNMENT  MUSEUM 

On  December  16,  1964,  the  Glenbow  Foundation-Alberta  Government 
Museum  was  officially  opened  in  the  old  Courthouse  in  Calgary.  Under  a 
five-year  agreement,  the  provincial  government  agrees  to  provide  and  main¬ 
tain  the  building,  supply  the  display  cases  and  provide  an  annual  operating 
grant  of  $35,000.  The  Glenbow  foundation  will  operate  the  museum  and  will 
display  items  from  its  collections. 

HISTORIC  SITES 

Requests  for  the  marking  of  sites  were  considered  during  the  year  by  the 
Historical  Advisory  Committee.  Studies  were  conducted  on  the  long-range 
development  of  historical  sites  at  Dunvegan  and  inspection  made  of  the 
Fort  sites  on  the  North  Saskatchewan  River.  Maintenance  programs  were 
continued  but  no  new  historical  rustic  signs  were  erected.  Total  sites  marked 
are  as  follows  (not  including  duplicated  signs  on  four-lane  highways):

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ADVISORY  BOARD  ON 
OBJECTIONABLE 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  Advisory  Board  on  Objectionable  Publications  was  established 
in  1954.  Its  function  has  been  to  control,  insofar  as  possible,  the  sale  of 
objectionable  comics,  tabloids  and  magazines  in  the  province  and  to  foster 
a  public  awareness  of  the  danger  inherent  in  permitting  young  people  to 
read  unwholesome  material.  To  achieve  the  control  of  sales  objective,  the 
Board  has  a  working  arrangement  with  wholesale  distributors  of  magazines, 
comic  books  and  tabloids  whereby  the  distributors  accept  recommendations 
made  by  the  Board  and  voluntarily  refrain  from  distributing  titles  which 
the  Board  has  deemed  "objectionable". 

In  1964  the  Board  reviewed  37  magazines.  Fourteen  of  these  were 
held  to  be  objectionable  and  recommended  for  withdrawal.  The  Board  con¬ 
siders  that  generally  speaking  the  problem  as  it  pertains  to  magazines,  tab¬ 
loids  and  comic  books  is  now  reasonably  well  controlled.  The  Board  is  still 
required  to  review  new  titles  and  reconsider  publications  previously  reviewed. 
Its  function  as  a  watchdog  committee  has  become  increasingly  important. 
Members  of  the  Board  will  in  the  course  of  a  year  look  at  many  more 
publications  than  those  indicated  by  the  figures  for  the  number  of  magazines 
formally  reviewed.  These  publications  will  come  before  the  Board  only 
where  it  is  indicated  there  may  be  something  objectionable  in  them. 

In  the  field  of  publicity  to  the  end  of  1964  the  Board  had  distributed 
some  28,000  copies  of  a  brochure  entitled  "The  Choice  Is  Yours"  which 
explains  the  work  of  the  Board  and  points  to  the  necessity  of  parental 
control  over  reading  matter  used  by  children. 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

BRANCH 


During  the  year  1964  there  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of 
conventions,  meetings  and  seminars  held  in  the  province  of  Alberta  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  number  of  such  conventions,  meeting  and  seminars 
will  continue  to  increase  due  to  the  additional  facilities  for  such  functions 
in  Alberta.  As  in  past  years  government  hospitality  in  the  form  of  luncheons, 
dinners,  etc.,  has  been  provided  to  such  groups  that  were  national  or  inter¬ 
national  in  scope  and  it  is  felt  that  the  provision  of  such  functions  of  enter¬ 
tainment  has  done  much  to  engender  good  will  for  the  government  of  the 
province  of  Alberta.  At  most  functions  of  government  entertainment  the 
colourful  government  menu  covers  have  been  widely  used,  and  these  menu 
covers  have  also  been  widely  distributed  to  local  organizations  in  the  province. 
The  opinion  has  often  been  expressed  that  the  use  of  these  menu  covers 
is  probably  one  of  the  most  effective  forms  of  government  publicity  and 
requests  for  copies  of  these  menu  covers  have  been  received  from  many 
points,  both  in  Canada  and  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

During  1964  Alberta  was  visited  by  dignitaries  and  representatives 
from  other  countries  and  it  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Relations 
Branch  to  assist  in  the  extending  of  a  welcome  to  such  important  visitors. 

The  Public  Relations  Branch  has  distributed  descriptive  and  inform¬ 
ative  literature  dealing  with  the  province  of  Alberta,  both  through  the 
medium  of  correspondence  and  at  the  information  counter  which  is  a  part  of 
the  Public  Relations  Branch. 

The  government  information  telephone  service  continues  to  increase 
in  popularity  and  as  a  result  it  has  been  felt  necessary  to  add  an  additional 
member  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch  so  that  the  extra  de¬ 
mands  on  this  service  may  be  coped  with. 

The  institution  of  regular  guided  tours  for  visitors  to  the  Legislative 
Building  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors  to 
the  building  during  the  past  year  and  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Public 
Relations  Branch  to  see  that  such  guided  tours  are  satisfactorily  conducted. 
Our  records  indicate  that  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  Legislative  Building 
during  1964  exceeded  the  number  of  visitors  for  the  previous  year  by 
2,000. 

Alberta's  representatives  at  national  athletic  events  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  with  official  crests  as  provincial  representatives  and  it  is  the  respon- 
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sibility  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch  to  see  that  these  crests  are  prepared 
at  an  appropriate  time  and  that  an  official  presentation  of  the  crests  is 
made  to  the  provincial  representatives. 

During  the  past  year  Alberta  has  been  the  scene  of  such  national 
sporting  events  as  the  Canadian  Ladies'  Curling  Championship,  the  Can¬ 
adian  Ladies'  Golf  Championship  and  the  Scots  Cup  Curling  Matches  which 
are  emblematic  of  the  world's  championships  in  curling  and  the  contestants 
in  these  sporting  events,  together  with  the  accompanying  officials  were 
recipients  of  government  hospitality. 

RECREATIONAL  GRANTS  PROGRAM 

Under  the  original  Recreational  Grants  Program,  the  total  amount 
of  $3,694,656.00  had  been  expended  as  at  December  31,  1964,  and  this 
amount  represents  97%  of  the  total  amount  set  aside  in  the  year  1960  for 
payment  of  grants  for  recreational  facilities.  The  deadline  for  applications 
under  this  program  was  March  31,  1964,  and  as  a  result  this  program  has 
been  completed  with  the  exception  of  a  few  payments  to  be  made  on  pro¬ 
jects  being  completed  under  the  original  applications.  In  addition  to  this, 
a  few  communities  have  not,  as  yet,  applied  for  the  balance  of  grants  to 
which  they  were  entitled  under  the  original  program. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  original  Recreational  Grants  Program, 
a  new  program  has  been  implemented  for  the  purpose  of  paying  recreational 
facilities  grants  to  small  communities  that  did  not  qualify  for  the  original 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  did  not  have  the  minimum  population  of  100 
persons  required  under  the  original  program.  Under  the  new  program  an 
amount  of  $23,623.00  has  been  expended  to  date,  and  the  deadline  for 
applications  under  this  new  program  is  March  31,  1965. 

CENTENNIAL  PROGRAM 

The  provincial  participation  in  the  Centennial  Program  is  co-ordinated 
by  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee.  The  members  of  this  committee  are 
the  Honourable  Ambrose  Holowach,  Provincial  Secretary,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee;  Mr.  P.  B.  Howard,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary;  Mr.  E.  R.  Hughes, 
former  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary;  Mr.  E.  S.  Bryant,  Director  of  the  Alberta 
Government  Travel  Bureau;  Mr.  G.  R.  A.  Rice,  an  Edmonton  Radio  and 
Television  executive;  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Kaasa,  Director  of  Recreation  and 
Cultural  Development  and  Secretary  to  the  Committee.  Mr.  Ronald  D. 
McLean,  Public  Relations  Director  for  the  Province,  is  Director  of  Centen¬ 
nial  Programs  and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Alberta  Government  Cen¬ 
tennial  Committee.  Two  centennial  officers  are  actively  engaged  as  field 
workers  and  liaison  officers  between  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee 
and  the  Province's  municipalities. 

There  are  359  municipalities  within  the  Province  that  are  eligible 
to  participate  in  the  Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Program  and  of 
this  number,  contact  has  been  established  with  over  200  of  them.  To  date 
there  have  been  ten  applications  submitted  and  eight  of  these  applications 
have  received  official  approval  by  both  the  Federal  and  Provincial  authorities. 
In  addition,  there  are  a  number  of  programs  nearing  completion  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  further  completed  applications  will  be  submitted  in  the 
near  future.  There  has  been  a  considerable  build-up  of  interest  in  the 
Centennial  recently  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  coming  year  will  be  a  very 
busy  year  for  the  Centennial  Branch.

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  Recreation  and  Cultural  Devel¬ 
opment  Branch  is  to  assist  in  the  developing  of  broad  recreation  and  con¬ 
tinuing  education  programs  and  to  train  competent  leadership  to  success¬ 
fully  carry  on  cultural  and  recreational  programs  on  the  community,  regional 
and  provincial  levels. 

Advisory  boards  made  up  of  public-spirited  citizens  serving  in  a 
voluntary  capacity  have  given  valuable  assistance  to  the  development  of 
the  many  aspects  of  recreation.

During  1964  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Division  introduced  a  course  in 
"Craft  Instruction  and  Teaching  Techniques". 

An  experimental  course  was  given  in  elementary  crafts  in  Edmonton. 
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For  the  first  time,  enamelling  courses  were  offered  to  the  com¬ 
munities  of  the  province  of  Alberta. 

The  government  has  continued  the  policy  of  supplying  communities 
with  permanent  craft  equipment  on  a  contract  basis.  To  date  contracts  are 
held  with  17  communities,  amounting  to  $7,143.27. 

A  total  of  twenty  travelling  art  exhibitions  were  on  tour  for  seven 
months  and  viewed  by  an  estimated  62,000  people. 

Fifteen  slide  exhibitions  made  up  of  638  slides  were  circulated  for 
educational  purposes. 

Albertacraft  '64,  at  the  Edmonton  Jubilee  Auditorium,  attracted 
239  entries  with  over  2,000  separate  items  on  display.  These  were  made 
up  of  provincial,  national,  community  and  scholarship  entries.  The  general 
quality  of  the  items  submitted  showed  a  marked  improvement  over  prev¬ 
ious  years.  Attendance  estimated  at  over  27,000  increased  by  approx¬ 
imately  7,000  from  the  previous  year. 

Over  fifty  new  communities  were  visited  while  conducting  a  prov¬ 
incial  survey  in  Arts  and  Crafts  during  the  year  1964. 


ATHLETICS  AND  OUTDOOR  EDUCATION  DIVISION 

During  1964  the  province  of  Alberta  continued  working  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  National  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sport  Directorate.  On 
September  24,  1964,  a  three  year  agreement  was  signed  allowing  Alberta 
to  receive  $77,7 89.00  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years  1964-65,  1965-66  and 
1966-67,  on  a  matching  60%  (federal)  - —  40%  (provincial)  basis.

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A  total  of  70  applications  were  recommended  for  a  total  of  $2,750.00 
in  scholarships  and  $34,500.00  in  bursaries.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five 
athletes  and  12  coaches  were  sent  to  national  finals  at  a  cost  of  $5,502.50. 

DRAMA  DIVISION

The  Drama  Division  organized  and  sponsored  the  first  Provincial 
Creative  Drama  Workshop.  Sixteen  Alberta  communities  were  represented. 

A  Drama  Seminar  was  held  at  Drumheller  with  50  students  in  at¬ 
tendance  representing  23  communities  (including  6  British  Columbia  com¬ 
munities). 

A  Community  Theatre  Conference  was  held  at  Banff  with  80  people 
in  attendance  representing  23  communities  (including  5  British  Columbia 
communities  and  2  Saskatchewan  communities). 

For  the  first  time  since  the  High  School  Drama  Festivals  were 
organized,  all  areas  of  the  province  were  participating  with  the  result  that 
there  were  10  successful  High  School  Drama  Festivals. 

During  the  year  the  Drama  Supervisor  visited  24  communities.  New 
drama  groups  were  organized  in  Calgary,  Drumheller,  Rocky  Mountain 
House  and  Sherwood  Park. 


LIBRARIES  DIVISION 

Six  new  Municipal  Libraries  and  two  new  Community  Libraries  were 
established  during  the  year. 

A  fifth  course  for  Library  Custodians  was  held  in  1964.  Sixteen 
students  completed  this  course. 

MUSIC  DIVISION 

Four  Band  Workshops  were  held  during  the  year  with  368  persons 
attending. 

The  University  of  Alberta  Edmonton  Male  Chorus  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Alberta  Edmonton  Mixed  Chorus  visited  14  communities  in  the 
province. 

The  Supervisor  adjudicated  at  two  festivals  in  the  province  and  at 
one  outside  the  province  in  1964. 

Brass  Clinics  were  conducted  at  six  Alberta  communities.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collect¬ 
ing,  recording  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographical 
features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  govern¬ 
mental  departments  (federal  and  provincial),  municipalities,  railway  com¬ 
panies  as  well  as  other  corporate  bodies  and  persons  concerned  with  the 
selection  of  place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian 
Permanent  Committee  on  Geographical  Names  concerning  the  choice  of  new 
geographical  names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate 
names  and  the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names. 
The  following  is  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  these  duties  for  the  year  1964. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 

On  September  1,  1964  Mr.  Carl  W.  Lester  retired  as  Director  of 
Surveys  after  many  years  with  the  Provincial  Government.  As  Director  of 
Surveys  he  was  automatically  a  member  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta 
as  outlined  in  the  Geographical  Names  Act.  He  was  succeeded  as  Director 
of  Surveys  by  Mr.  C.  Walton  Youngs  who  now  becomes  a  member  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  wishes  to  welcome  Mr.  Youngs  to  its  membership.  It  is 
also  hoped  that  Mr.  Lester  will  continue  to  maintain  his  interest  in  Geo¬ 
graphical  Names  and  the  work  of  the  Board  in  general  and  the  Board  wishes 
him  many  happy  years  of  retirement. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT 
COMMITTEE  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

In  1964  a  new  departure  occurred  in  the  annual  meeting  of  this 
Committee — a  change  in  the  locale  and  time  of  its  meeting.  This  year  the 
meeting  was  held  in  October  in  Winnipeg.  The  Secretary  attended  this  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  principal  business  was  the  further  study  of  the  Principles  of 
Nomenclature,  especially  the  Principle  No.  10  —  Generics.  Among  other 
things  discussed  at  the  meeting  was  the  reorganization  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  which  involved  the  appointment  of  an  Executive  Secretary  and  a 
Chairman — the  Deputy  Minister  of  Mines  and  Technical  Surveys  or  some¬ 
one  named  in  his  stead;  in  this  instance  the  Chairman  was  Dr.  J.  D.  Ives 
of  the  Geographical  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Technical 
Surveys. 

The  matter  of  personal  names  was  carefully  discussed  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  went  on  record  as  not  favour¬ 
ing  the  naming  of  a  feature  after  the  late  President  Kennedy  as  his  position 
in  history  was  not  felt  to  be  secure  since  he  had  been  in  office  for  so  short  a 
period. 
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During  1964  the  office  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee 
commenced  to  prepare  and  forward  supplements  summarizing  all  the  name 
changes  by  provinces.  This  almost  takes  the  place  of  the  supplement  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Alberta  Geographic  Board  for  the  last  six  years  although  the 
supplement  for  the  latter  half  of  1964  will  probably  not  be  out  until 
March  1965.  This  is  too  late  to  prepare  a  supplement  for  Alberta  since 
these  are  mailed  out  and  used  by  recipients  to  keep  their  gazetteers  up  to 
date. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

There  were  no  adoptions  of  noteworthy  names  for  features  in  1964. 
The  Board  received  a  letter  suggesting  that  a  mountain  be  named  for  the 
late  President  Kennedy  but  the  Board  felt  that  this  should  not  be  allowed 
as  the  number  of  unnamed  high  mountains  available  is  limited  and  these 
should  be  reserved  for  outstanding  Canadians.  The  Secretary  was  asked  to 
convey  this  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee 
in  October  and  did  so. 

THE  GAZETTER  OF  ALBERTA 

Ever  since  the  Gazetter  of  Alberta  was  first  published  in  1958 
annual  supplements  have  been  issued  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  These  supple¬ 
ments  have  been  published  by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Highways  for  1958  and  subsequent  years.  It  is  hoped  that  similar  supple¬ 
ments  will  be  prepared  and  published  to  cover  the  year  1964,  although  the 
Canadian  Permanent  Committee's  office  in  Ottawa  has  been  preparing 
supplements  (covering  the  whole  of  Canada)  which  are  issued  half  yearly. 
The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Surveys  Branch  for  preparing  these  supple¬ 
ments — particularly  Mr.  W.  Bogdan,  the  Cartographer. 

PLACE  NAMES  OF  ALBERTA 

As  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  original  booklet 
entitled  Place  Names  of  Alberta  published  in  1928  has  long  since  been 
out  of  print  and  much  of  the  information  contained  in  it  has  either  been 
superseded  or  added  to  since  that  time.  Moreover  many  new  features  have 
been  named  in  Alberta  and  where  possible  a  record  of  the  origin  of  their 
names  has  been  kept  and  whenever  information  is  received  on  an  existing 
place  name  this  is  added  to  a  card  file  kept  at  the  Secretary's  office.  The 
matter  of  a  centennial  project  for  1967  was  discussed  at  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  and  a  resolution  was  passed  to 
the  effect  that  a  useful  contribution  to  the  celebration  of  the  centennial 
would  be  a  publication  describing  the  history  and  origin  of  significant 
Canadian  Place  Names.  It  was  asked  that  the  Minister  of  Mines  &  Technical 
Surveys  be  requested  to  approve  such  a  project  as  a  co-operative  program  of 
research  of  his  Department  and  the  provinces  with  publication  to  follow. 
While  this  is  all  very  well  for  major  place  names  it  does  not  account  for  the 
hundreds  if  not  thousands  of  names  of  small  hamlets  and  other  lesser 
features  the  knowledge  of  the  origin  of  which  it  is  felt  would  be  valuable. 
Once  again  the  Board  wishes  to  draw  the  attention  of  all  concerned  to  the 
fact  that  the  publication  of  the  .revised  volume  of  Place  Names  of  Alberta 
would  be  a  very  worth  while  centennial  project.
